“In’ reference’ to the reported re- 
marks of some of the clergymen et 
the Temperance and Moral Reform 
convention,” said Mr, Belanger, “it 
would in the first place seem quite 
fair to say that these remarks are 
neither temperate nor moral. No 
one knows yetter than the hotelmen

MILLAIONATRE — PORMER MINE 
OWNER RE-VISITS EDMON- 
TON AFTER 7 YRARS, 


W. G. Tretheway, of Weston, the 
man who made millions in the Co- 
balt, is in the city today. He is 
registered at the King Edward hotel 
and will remain in the city for several 
days. His business here is of a pri- 
vate nature. 

Mr, Tretheway is one of, the most 
picturesque figures in Canada, He is 
a brilliant cxampleas be himself says, 
of what fortune may do to a man once 
she starts in pursuit of him The story 
of his rise to @ position of affluence is 
the story of Aladdin's wonderful 
lamp He does not lay claim to the 
possession of remarkable business per- 
ception He succeeded by the exercise 
of ordinary judgment, which was 
coupled with a series of lucky strokes 
which have fallen to the lot ef few 
men in this age 

Mr. Tretheway came to the western 
country in 1882.+ He was first located 
in British Columbia, and during the 
last nine years of hig residence there 
he was a patent attorney During this 
time he did some speculating in mines 
and timber, and was moderately suc- 
cessful. 

Came to Edmonton in 1902, 

From British Columbia he went to 
Montreal or the purpose of introduc- 
ing a raliway device, which the C. P. 
R. undertook to test. This proved a 
failure, and Mr. Tretheway Was fore- 
ed to cast about him for new fields 
to conquer. He came to Edmonton 
and negotiated for the purchase of 
a piece of property for subdivision 
purposes, He finally purchased 900 
ieres of the Groat Estate from Mal- 
colm Groat for $65,000. When he 
undertook this deal he had $5,000 
cash, Not a cent more, This was in 
1902, By an arrangement with the 
vendor Mr, Tretheway was permitted 
to subdivide 100 acres of this pro- 
perty and to place jt on the market, 
Ile succéeded in disposing of the en- 
tire property at a handsome profit. 

“It is to Maicelm Groat that L owe 
my success Since 1902," said = Mr 
T'retheway in speaking to the Bulle- | 
tin this morning.

When my second payment came due 
on that 900 acres I saw that I would 
be unable to meet it, and T went to, 
Mr. Groat and requested an extension } 
of time.

Advertised Edmonton in East, 

“I belleve that the advertising I 
aid in the Montreal papers during 
the summer of 1902 in conneetion 
with my oat estate property was 
Perhaps the first successful effort in 
Setting the possibilities of this city 
before the eye of the investors in 
Eastern Canada. There were scores of 
people who became interested in Ed- 
monton who did not purchase Groat 
Kstate property.

In 1904 Mr. Tretheway secured a 
franchise from Edmonton for the] 
construction of a street railway, This | 
franchise together with his other 
Edmonton j{nterests was subsequently | 
solid to R. Inglis and Geo, Balter, of 
Montreal. B reason of Inglis and 
Boltor failing to take up the fran- 
chise the sum of $10,000 which they 
had on deposit as a guarantee that 
they would carry out the terms of 
their agreement with the city, was 
forfeited to the city, and the  fran- 
chise retained for the city. 

Fortune in Cobalt, 

Mr. Tretheway'’s Cobalt venture is 
undoubtedly the most interesting of 
his remarkable money-making career. 
He tells the story best himself. 

“It was in the winter in the early 
part of 1904, I first heard of Cobalt
